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RESPONSE 



Sir: 

This is a response to the Office Action dated June 6, 2008 in which the Examiner 
has required an election of species. 

It is respectfully submitted that the Examiner's identification of species is incomplete 
and the identification of claims readable thereon inaccurate. The Examiner has only 
addressed the embodiments up to Figure 28 when in fact there are additional 
embodiments in the remaining figures up to Figure 67c. 
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Additionally, the Examiner has indicated that the first five independent claims cover 
respectively the five species identified by the Examiner. It is respectfully submitted that this 
likev\/ise is not accurate. 

To satisfy its obligation to respond, Applicants elect species ID. However, claims 
1-12 are readable on this species, not claims 20-22 as noted by the Examiner. 

In the event that the Examiner does not intend to examine the subject matter of 
claims 1-12, it is requested that he contact the undersigned before undertaking 
examination to clarify the scope of the search. Alternatively, it is requested that the 
Examiner issue a nev\/ action in which the species and related claims are accurately 
identified. 

An early and favorable action on the merits is requested.
